“This weather reminds me of Manila,”’ re- 
marked Gen, Felipe Buencamino, the dis- 
tinguished Filipino leader, as he sat in his 
apartments at the Planters’ Hotel yester- 
day afternoon and conversed with the Post- 
Dispatch on climatic conditions and kin- 
dred topics, to relieve the strain of political 
thought occasioned by the many visitors 
who had catied during the day. 

“St. Louis,’ continued the general,” is a 
delightful place, and I like it so well that [ 
have decided to remain three or four days. 

“The city seems so progressive, the people 
s0 hospitable and there is such a grand ex- 
emplification of American life that I couid 
not help arriving at this conclusion. 

Gen. Buencamino is a member of the 
Philippine Civil Service Board and former 
secretary of state under Aguinaldo’s insur- 
gent government. He is 54 years old. 

In November, 1899, he was captured by 
the American troops with Aguinaldo’s son 
and mother. 

Expected Death 

to Follow Capture. 

He expected to be shot. When the 
American general informed him that a con- 
trary decision had been reached, he was 
overwhelmed with gratitude. 

He then began to investigate the Ameri- 
can republic, he says, and was soon ground- 
ed in the belief that the hope of his people 
lay under the protection of the stars and 
stripes. 

Accompanying Gen. Buencamino on his 
trip through the United States is Frank 
Joannini, chief interpreter of the war de- 
partment. 

Through his courtesy the Post-Dispatch 
secured the views of Gen. Buencamino on 
the relation of the Philippine Islands to this 
country. 

The general showed a cablegram which he 
had just received from Manila. It read: 
“Support Goeper bil: -Albert.”’ 

The signature was that of Dr. Jose Al- 
vert, the president of the Federalist party.

Cooper Bill. 

The Cooper bill, now before Congress, pro- 
vides for a temporary government of the 
Philippine Islands, specifying that there 
shall be two branches of legislation to be 
known as the upper and lower house. In 
the former~-the President of the United 
States shall select the members, while those 
of the lower house are to be elected by 
popular suffrage.

WIN HIS FIGHT 


Beet Sugar Men’s Obstinacy 
Gives Him Chance, 


STAND FIRMLY BY REBATE 


WILL NOT HELP DEMOCRATS TO 
REMOVE DIFFERENTIAL. 


This Situation Offers the Adminis-tra- 
tion the Hope of Opposition Aid in 
Passing Cuban Reciprocity 
Bill. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, June 16.—There has been 
a material and important change in the 
reciprocity situation. 

The beet sugar senators have decided to 
act with the Democra’s only on the rebate 
proposition and not on the abolition of the 
differential duty on refined sugar. 

This leaves the administration Republi- 
cans a fighting chance of passing a straight 
out reciprocity bill with the ass.stance of 
Democraiic votes. 

A final outlining of plans and concentra- 
tion of forces was arranged last night at a 
secret conference held at Senator E kin’s 
residence. A fine dinner was_ sberved. 
Amid the pleasant surroundings, the revo- 
lutionists again pledged themselves to stand 
firm and oppose the administraiion po.icy. 

The senators present were Elkins, Mulard, 
Clapp. Scott, Nelson, Burton, Mi.chei, 
Deitrich, Gamble, Perkins, Burrows and 


Kittridge, twelve in all. The senators rep- 
resented by proxy were Jones, of Nevada, 
Stewart, Simon, Mason, Wellington, an 
Foster, of Washington, six in ail. 8S na.or 
Bard, of California, an opponent of Cuvan 
reciprocity, was not present or represenied. 
The revolutionary forces still muster 
18 certain voies, with the possibility that 
Senators Bard, Pritchard, Seatna and one 
or two others will affiliate with them. It 
means @hat, with the assistance «of the 
heretofore pledged Democratic support, 
they could control legislation and prevent 
the passage of an administration m<casure 
at this session. 
It was decided to concentrate on the re- 
bate proposition. Tne beet sugar Repub.i- 
cans will not join the Democrats in voting 
for the amendment to the House biil aboi- 
ishing the differential duty on _ refined 
sugars. bela A wil} stand by the rebate pian, 
thus compelling “he administration Repub- 
licans to secure enough assistance from the 
Democrats to pass a straight out percent- 
age reduction bill. 
What effect this will have on the Demo- 
crats both in Senate and House cannot be 
predicted. The Democratic support was ob- 
tained in the House only on the basis of 
abolishing the different.al duty. It is known 
that some Democratic senators will break 
with the beet sugar men if they make a 
distinction in their opposition <o the ad- 
ministration plan. If a sufficient number 
refuse to further co-operate with the beet 
sugar senators, the administration l-aders 
will have but litile difficulty in passing 
their bill. The action of the Democrats 
cannot be determined unti)] they have been 
Sanaultes on thte new phase of the situa- 
tion. 
The change in program was made be- 
cause some of the beet sugar senators 
would not oppose the administrati.n to 
the extent of removing the differential. 
They desired to pursue a middle course. In 
order to hold the necessary s.rength, it 
was decided to make this concession. al- 
though it necessarily somewhat weakens 
the beet sugar strength and makes eftsier 
the work cut out for the administration 
leaders. 
The purpose of the conference was to de- 
termine finally a plan of action and ascer- 
tain just how many senators would unite 
on a given proposition and pledge them- 
selves unalterably to stand by it. There 
have been many rumors that beet sugar 
senators are wobbly and weak kneed. It 
is desired to weed these out and know just 
exactly haw many can be depended upon 
and who they may be. 
The Republicans will on Tuesday report 
the Spooner substitute for the House re- 
sinrecits bill. On Wednesday a conference 
of all Republican senators will be ca'led 
for the purpose of making the Spooner 
substitute a party measure. The beet 
sugar men must then show their hand 
finally. It is believed from the pledges 
given they will remain firm. 


GETTING AT THE FACTS.

The immediate families of those who had 
been passengers did not share in the ap- 
prehension, as they knew that the excur- 
sionists had reached their homes safely. 

Capt. T. B. Sims, owner of the Hill City, 
was in charge of the boat Sunday. Capt. 
H. W. Brolaski, who was pilot, said Mon- 
day: 

‘We were nearly two miles below the 
mouth of the Missouri when the storm came 
up at noon Sunday. We landed near Chou- 
teau slough, and stayed there an hour, un- 
til the storm was over. We landed at Alton 
shortly after 2, and ran from there to Riv- 
erside Park. Returning we left Riverside 
Park at 5:30. 

“Our smokestacks are very tall, and we 
had barely got under the Merchants’ bridge 
on the trip up without scratching them. As 
the.river od rises. we did not think. it wise 
to try to get under at night, so we landed 
over the bridge. 

“No one on board was in danger at any 
time, and no fright was caused by the 
storm, as we landed before the rain had

BEATEN MAN DISAPPEARED 
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RELATIVES THINK THE LOVERS. 


WERE MURDERED. 


Coroner, Who Did Not Examine Bodies 
When They Were Recovered, Re- 
lies Upon the Newspapers to 
Solve Mystery. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, June 16.—Late developments 
in the mysterious drowning of Miss “‘Dim- 
ple” Lawrence and Clarence T. Foster at 
Good Ground, L. I., are of great interest 
and importance. They are: 

Louis Disbrow confessed to a roommate 
that he and Foster had fought for the girl 
and that Foster had whipped him. 

Coroner Nugent did not examine the 
bodies to discover bullet marks or other 
wounds. 

Without calling a jury he announced that 
death was accidental. Fester was buried 
yesterday and Miss Lawrence's funeral 


took place today. 

The coroner says he will let the newspap- 
ers search for the missing Disbrow. 

Foster's parents believe he was not only 
murdered, but robbed, and will force an 
investigation. 

The station agent at Richmond Hill says 
he saw Disbrow at 7 a. m., Saturday, 
leaving the place. 

That Disbrow and Foster had a fight on 
the beach on the night of Tuesday last, 
Seems certain. 

Disbrow himself is said to have told of 
the encounter to William Walton at East- 
port Wednesday last. 

Walton today went before Coroner Nu- 
gent at Riverhead and repeated the state- 
ment made to him by Disbrow. The coro- 
mer regarded the statement as of no im- 
neste gee Ba that it did not in the 
east shake his theory that the deaths of 
Foster and Miss Lawrence were due to ac- 
cidental causes. Walton's statement shows 
that Disbrow told contradictory stories 
about the whereabouts of Foster on the 
Tuesday and Wednesday immediately after 
the disappearance of the young couple. 


Disbrow Was 
Choked by Foster. 

It also shows that Foster and Disbrow 
fought about the 17-year-old girl. Disbrow 
declared that Foster had bested ‘him in the 
fight and had thrown him upon the sand 
and choked him. 

Disbrow’s story of the fight between him- 
self and Foster was told under dramatic 
circumstances. It was 3 o'clock in the 
morning of Wednesday last in the hotel 
kept by Mrs. Tillie Tuttle in Eastport that, 
while laboring under great excitement, he 
told it. He and Walton had been assigned 
to the same bed. Disbrow could not sleep. 

Walton awoke and saw Disbrow pacing 
nervously up and down the bedroom, smok- 
ing a pipe furiously. Because of his strange 
conduct Walton questioned him and Dis- 
brow told his story. Whether he told all or 
whether Waliton has kept back anything is 
not known. Walton's statement is as fol- 
lows: 

“ ‘What the 
asked. 

‘*l am heartbroken. Clarence Foster hag 
stoten my girl away from me. Foster and 
I had a fight on the beach yesterday morn- 
ing and he did me. He was too strong for 
me. He threw me down on the sand and 
choked me.’ 

“! knew Foster well and asked Disbrow 
several questions. In reply, he said that 
he (Foster and the girl had been up in the 
room in the Tennell House early 
morning. Foster and the girl, he said, had 
come to see him to bid him good-by. While 
they were talking. he said, Mr. Tennell 
came to the room and protested against 
the presence of the girl in D’sbrow’s room, 
saving such doings would injure the repu- 
tation of the house. The girl and Foster 
left, but Foster returned and they joined 
the girl on the beach. 

“Then came the fight. Just 
fought or what sterted it, I don’t know. 
_ All he said was that they fought about the 
girl. He declared several times that Foster 
bested him because of his superiod strength, 
He did not say whether or not he injured 
Foster or that the young couple started in 
a-rowboat for the Ocean View Hotel, where 
Miss Lawrence was stoppping with her 
mother. 

Telegram Was 
Sent by Disbrow. 

“Early that Wednesday morning Disbrow 
went down to the station to take the train. 
He told me he was going to New York. 

“While at Eastport station he sent a tel- 
egram io Mrs. Lawrence saying that Fos- 
ter and the girl had gone off together, and 
that he would not rest until ne found them, 
Yet, the night before, |! heard him tell the 
station agent that he had left Foster drunk 
and asleep in the woods up the road. The 
last | saw of him was when he boarded 
the train.’’ 

Walton made the statement first to New 
York newspaper reporters who took him 
to Coroner John Nugent. He made practi- 
cally the same statement to the 
and was then taken by the reporters to 
Good Ground, where he was again ques- 
tioned at length. 

After he had made his statement to the 
coroner that official wag asked many ques- 
tions, many of which developed the re- 
markable fact that he did not know who 
is district attorney of Suffolk County. In 
the event of a murder, or a suspicious 
death, it is the duty of the coroner to noti- 
fy the district attorney in order to have 
the criminal machinery of the country set 


in motion.

MAY Bt PARDON 


Probable Subject for Leniency 
at Coronation. 


SECRETARY HAY IS HOPEFUL 


HEARS GOOD REPORTS OF AMBAS- 
SADOR CHOATEH’S EFFORTS. 


Head Officials of Home Office Are 
Favorably Disposed to Clemency, 
but Subordinates Insist on 
Prisoner’s Guilt. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, June 16.—Mrs. Florence 
Maybrick, the American woman who is un- 
derguing life imprisonment in England for 
the murder of her husband, may soon be 
freed, Secretary Hay is encouraged to be- 
lieve by reports from Ambassador Choate. 

It is suggested that King Edward in- 
clude her in the list of prisoners who will 
be granted amnesty on the occasion of his 
coronation. 

The release of Mrs. Maybrick, to quote a 
government official, would be an expres- 
sion of good will by King Edward which 
would be appreciated by President Roose- 
velt. 

It would be a recognition of the earnest 
efforts Secretary Hay made both while am- 
bassador to Great Britain and as head of 
the state department to obtain freedom 
for the woman who, officials of the state 
department are convinced, has been cru- 
elly wronged. 

Mrs. Maybrick has nowgbeen tn prisgn 
13 years. She was conde d to death in 
August, 1889. In respon to protests 
raised throughout England and America, 
the home secretary’ commuted the sentence 
to penal servitude for life, giving as a rea- 
son that “there was a ‘reasonable doubt 
whether in fact James Maybrick's death 
was caused by poison.”’ 

Only last year the state department ob- 
tained affidavits from a man living in 

Norfolk showing, as alleged, that May- 
brick was a confirmed arsenic eater. 

This information was laid before the 
British government by Ambassador Choate. 

Mr. Choate reports that the head officials 

of the home office are disposed to be len- 
fent, but that the subordinate officials in- 
sist that Mrs. Maybrick is guilty and should 
suffer the punishment.
